Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1962. 

The  population  continued  to  rise  steadily  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  appropriate  tables  the  vital 
statistics  reflect  favourably  on  the  Borough  as  a whole. 
Many  of  the  families  coming  into  the  Borough  from  the 
London  area  belong  to  the  younger  age  groups  and  conse- 
quently have  contributed  considerably  to  a substantial  rise 
in  the  Birth  Rate. 

This  trend  bears  out  the  justification  for  the  approach 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
to  provide  adequate  Maternity  Facilities  to  meet  immediate 
needs.  The  proposed  provision  of  sixteen  maternity  beds 
instead  of  ten,  as  at  present,  in  Huntingdon  as  laid  out 
in  the  Hospitals  Ten  Year  Plan,  seems  inadequate  to  deal 
with  the  population  increase  which  is  taking  place  within 
the  Borough. 

Despite  the  increased  population  the  Death  Rate  fell 
during  the  year  by  1.3  per  1,000,  thus  remaining  well  below 
the  National  figure,  and  Infant  Deaths  were  halved  in  the 
same  period. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  ran  at  a very  much 
reduced  rate  this  year  as  compared  with  1961,  the  reduction 
being  due  principally  to  the  comparative  absence  of  measles. 

The  Council’s  Housing  programme  continued  at  a con- 
sistent pace  to  cope  with  the  London  Town  Expansion 
population,  but  housing  for  general  local  needs  was  virtually 
at  a standstill. 


The  Council’s  consulting  Engineers  were  approached 
during  the  year  to  prepare  a scheme  for  Augmentation  of 
the  Sewage  Disposal  works  to  allow  for  the  increasing 
population. 

As  in  1961  difficulties  were  experienced  with  water 
supply  and  the  restriction  continued  throughout  the  whole 
year.  Work  commenced  on  the  Brampton  Intake  Scheme 
and  is  due  to  be  completed  in  1964-65.  The  new  scheme 
should  relieve  the  water  supply  difficulties  in  the  Borough 
for  a number  of  years  to  come. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  con- 
sideration they  have  shown  me  and  also  the  Officers  for 
their  continued  help  and  co-operation.

The  number  of  dwellings  completed  on  the  Town  Ex- 
pansion Scheme  was  less  during  this  year  but  Contracts 
2 & 3 were  well  under  way  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Following  a report  made  in  November,  1962,  on  the 
probable  future  availability  of  Council  Houses,  arrangements 
were  made  for  a firm  allocation  of  50  houses  per  annum 
from  the  Town  Expansion  contracts  up  to  150  dwellings 
from  the  first  1150.  In  addition  plans  were  approved  for 
a further  48  houses  and  13  flats  in  the  South  Ward.

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Water  Supplies 

The  Nene  & Ouse  Board  became  the  Statutory  Water 
Undertaker  but  the  Borough  Council  continued  to  maintain 
supplies. 

The  main  supply  source  is  from  the  river-line  gravel 
beds  in  Brampton  parish  and  a small  number  of  properties 
in  the  South  Ward  are  supplied  from  St.  Neots  Rural  area. 
Bulk  supplies  are  made  available  to  the  Air  Ministry,  Bramp- 
ton Park,  and  to  four  parishes  in  Huntingdon  Rural  District. 

The  quality  of  all  supplies  remained  satisfactory  but 
consumption  continued  to  increase  and  emergency  steps 
were  taken  to  flood  the  collecting  ground  with  river  water. 
A complete  ban  on  hosepipes  remained  in  force  throughout 
the  year. 

Samples  have  been  taken  at  many  consumer  points 
during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Cambridge  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  repeated  following  the 
flushing  of  certain  mains  and  all  were  satisfactory.  The 
responsibility  for  sampling  supplies  at  source  was  handed 
over  to  the  Nene  & Ouse  Board  during  the  year. 

Work  continued  on  the  new  Sapley  Water  Tower  and 
on  new  mains  both  on  the  development  sites  and  linking 
the  new  tower  to  alternative  sources  of  supply. 

Sewerage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

The  Cow  Lane  Treatment  Works  operated  satisfactorily 
except  for  a period  when  it  was  overloaded  with  trade 
effluent.  Many  complaints  were  received  over  this  period 
and  the  firm  concerned  agreed  to  make  other  arrangements 
for  the  1963  pea  season. 

The  main  sewerage  system  gave  little  trouble  except 
for  one  length  of  old  sewer  which  it  was  found  necessary 
to  relay.  The  remaining  extensions  to  the  Godmanchester 
system  were  completed  and  a further  10  pail  closets  con- 
verted to  water  closets. 

Night  soil  collection  remains  being  undertaken  bi-weekly 
in  the  South  Ward.  It  is  collected  by  direct  labour  and 
disposed  of  direct  to  the  sewer.  St.  Ives  R.D.C..  contract 
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for  the  weekly  collection  and  disposal  in  other  wards.  St. 
Ives  R.D.C.  also  empty  cesspits,  the  arrangements  being 
made  direct  with  the  property  owners  concerned. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  usual  river  bathing  has  taken  place  but  no  cases 
of  disease  have  been  attributable  to  this  this  year. 

No  serious  flooding  occurred  but  the  riverside  caravan 
site  flooded.  The  Borough  Council  continued  to  control 
Godmanchester  Lock  and  Sluice  gates  and  some  control  of 
Alconbury  Stream  lock  gates  was  also  held  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  are  also  responsible  for  Ermine  Street 
Brook,  the  Barrack  Brook,  Toby’s  Trunk  and  the  old  God- 
manchester Sewer  Dykes. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  made 
throughout  the  built  up  part  of  the  district.  Disposal  has 
been  to  a tip  at  Buckden.  The  two  tips  in  Godmanchester 
have  been  covered  and  are  no  longer  used. 


Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  or  private  swimming  baths  in  the 
Borough  but  fund  raising  efforts  continued  throughout  the 
year  with  the  object  of  providing  a pool.  The  nearest 
available  swimming  pool  is  at  St.  Neots. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  Council  shared  the  use  of  a trained  operator  with 
St.  Ives  Borough  Council  up  to  31st  March,  1962.  From 
the  1st  April  the  operator  became  a full  time  employee  of 
this  Borough.  This  arrangement  has  been  a big  improve- 
ment. Regular  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out 
in  addition  to  more  prompt  treatment  being  given  to  com- 
plaints received.  The  operator  also  treats  insect  pests  such 
as  wasps  and  assists  with  fumigations  when  necessary. 
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Caravan  Sites  and  Development  Act,  i960 

No  progress  was  made  with  the  proposed  Municipal 
C'aravan  Site.  There  are  two  licenced  residential  sites  for 
34  caravans ; 3 individual  sites  are  licenced  and  a further 
multiple  site  is  licenced  but  the  conditions  relaxed  subject 
to  the  site  being  run  down.  The  riverside  site  in  God- 
manchester  has  been  subject  to  a discontinuance  order 
effective  in  1963.  A further  2 multiple  sites  remain  under 
planning  review. 

The  several  individual  caravans  on  unlicenced  sites 
referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  remain  pending  the  pro- 
vision of  another  licenced  site. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  caravans 
on  contractors  sites  and  similar  exempted  positions. 

A survey  of  sites  used  by  gypsies  revealed  that  there 
was  little  or  no  problem  within  the  Borough. 

Clean  Air  Act 

Two  applications  for  prior  approval  for  Industrial  In- 
stallations were  received  and  referred  to  N.I.F.E.S.  for 
advice.  One  application  was  approved  and  the  other  ap- 
proved temporarily  while  further  proposals  were  being  pre- 
pared. 

Two  existing  installations  were  replaced  by  more 
efficient  equipment. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

A few  inquiries  were  received  re  Certificates  of  Dis- 
repair but  no  applications  were  received. 

Agricultural  (Safety,  Health  & Welfare  Provision)  Act,  1956 

Although  there  are  46  occupiers  of  land  exceeding  one 
acre  used  for  agricultural  purposes  within  the  Borough,  the 
bulk  of  these  holdings  are  likely  to  give  little  cause  for 
action  under  the  Health  sections  of  the  above  Act.  No 
inspections  have  been  carried  out  for  the  specific  purposes 
of  the  Act  but  several  have  been  visited  for  other  purposes. 

Licensing  Act,  1961 

Eight  Club  premises  have  been  inspected  following  ap- 
plication by  the  Clubs  concerned  for  Registration  Certificates 
under  the  above  Act.  All  premises  were  considered  satisfac- 
tory for  the  declared  uses  of  the  premises. 
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Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pets.  In 
neither  case  are  many  animals  kept  on  the  premises.  The 
animals  being  mainly  fish  and  cage  birds. 

Petroleum  Acts  & Regulations 

36  premises  are  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
and/or  petroleum  mixtures  and  one  for  Calcium  Carbide. 
All  premises  have  been  inspected  and  a number  of  instal- 
lations are  now  well  overdue  for  testing. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  this  Act. 

Factories  Act 

All  the  new  factories  have  been  inspected  and  two 
cases  referred  to  the  Council  by  the  Factories  Inspector 
have  been  investigated. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Ice  Cream 

There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  but  28  premises 
are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream. 

20  samples  were  purchased  for  testing  under  the  Ice 
Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations.  18  were  placed  in 
Provisional  Grade  1 and  two  in  Provisional  Grade  24  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

(b)  Slaughterhouses 

The  remaining  slaughterhouse  in  use  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  voluntarily  closed  during  the  year. 

(c)  Bakehouses 

There  are  two  bakehouses  operating.  The  majority 
of  bread  and  confectionery  consumed  in  the  Borough  is 
prepared  outside. 

(d)  Unfit  Food 

The  following  quantities  of  food  were  surrendered  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were  disposed  of 
by  burial  on  the  refuse  tip.

I have  continued  to  use  the  time  avail- 
able to  obtain  maximum  results  and  therefore  my  investiga- 
tions and  inspections  have  been  concentrated  on  those 
properties  and  situations  where  some  improvement  or  advice 
is  likely  to  have  been  necessary.
